SIXTY-SIX SAILORS DROWN 


German Torpedo Boat Oeetroyer Run 
Down by Cruiser. 
Heligoland, Germany, March 6. — 
Sixty-six oi the crew of the German 
torpedo boat destroyer “S 178" were 
drowned when the little vessel wa* 
rammed by tile cruiser Yorck in the 
North sea. 
Among the dead are the commander 
of tile lorpedo boat, Lieutenant Koch, 
and his first officer. The surgeon, en­ 
gineer and fifteen men of the crew 
were saved. The torpedo boat sank 
immediately 
The "S 178" was returning during 
the night from maneuvers in which it 
had participated with the German bat­ 
tleship fieet, the cruiser squadron and 
sixty four other torpedo boat destroy- 
trs. 
The destroyers attempted to pass 
through the intervals in the column of 
warships while the latter weie steam ­ 
ing ahead at full speed. 
The 
com 
mander of tile "S 178" calculated the 
distance incorrectly and his boat was 
cut completely in halves by the cruis­ 
er Yorck and sank instantly. 
The Yorck signaled the accident to 
the other vessels of the fleet, which 
slowed down and cruised around in 
the vicinity, flashing their searchlight* 
in all directions. Small boats were low. 
ered from all the vessels and succeed­ 
ed iii picking up two of the officers 
and fifteen of the crew of the sunken 
destroyer.
